The Father 15 called the Spirit of God, the 
Senne the Spnit of God,and the Holy Gvojt the Spirit of 
od : yea,the Father 15 the Spirit of him (ot whom $, Paul 
ipcakes) that raiſed vp Teſus from the dead; the Sorne is 
that Sp:rit that raiſed himſelte, and the Holy Ghoſt the 
lame Sprit. The Soxne is the Father,and the Holy Ghoſt 
isin the Father: the Sonne is the cucrlafling Father, This 
| the Prophet witnefleth , when as hee names Chrift , the 
mighty God, and exerlaſting Father, But when they are 
ſeucrally named or diltinguiſhcd into perſons, that ſenſe 
| | or moralj is to be vnderfiood parable-wile , as including 
«he myſteries of our ſaluation , which our humane capa- 
cities cannot otherwiſe rightly apprehend, For euecn as 
a Prence in his prudence, loue,an1 wiledoine; and for the

bumble your thoughts with feare and reverence, humble 
your bodies with abſtinence and falting ar conuenient 
(eaſons;feeing that bookith learning , ſelfe-conceic, and 
pampering cheere haue beene the chiefe obſtacles, that 
carnall Courtiers,preſumptuous Papiſts , and pompuous 
people could neuer attaine to the right knowledge of rhe 
Scriptures,nor arriue aright at the hauen of truth - thar, 
that ſaying might be ſulkiled : The f:mple o1 foolyh things 
of the world be hath choſen to confound the wiſe.

With 
this mixt moralitia, Plate, P lutarch,Ploy Seneca, and o- | 
ther Pagan Philoſophers were endowed, to the end thar 
Gods mercy might be the. more glorified, and that'the I 
Gentile ſhould be inexcuſable in their converhons, when 
they were confured by their owne rules. For cuen as his 
Omnipotent Maieſty vouchſafed.out of his magnificence

O what a diſconſorted policy 
is this,that Chriſtians agreeing together in the foundati- 
on of religion proſecute one another with ſuch capital 
enmity,;worſe then cuer the Phariſes the Sadnces,or both 
of them, like Pilate 2nd Herod,combined together to put 
to death our Sauiour {briſ?! The Pope at Rome, at Bolog 
»4,and at other Cities; the Emperonrat Vienna, and at di- 
vers imperiall Cities in Germany;the Venetians at Venice, 
at Verona, and other places doe tolerate Jewiſh Syna- 
PR ; bankes ofvſnry , and noyſome Takes of pocky 
audry,in reſpect of priuate intereſt, And yer they can- 
not ſuffer one Church of Proteſtzmts among them,no nor 
one ſmgle man of the ſame profeſſion : or if they doe but 
fuſpe& 2 man addied that way ;they exclaime with the 
fiffe-necked Sewer,D rmerete nobis Barubans , looſe vnto

or fiſh, In fine, crolle not his gored mindewith carp- 
ingatthe ligne of the Croſſe,orat any things indifferent, 
while they redoundnot to deadly linnes againſt his pa- 
tient Mazeſtie, Herein ſome Jeſnstes deſcrue to ride in 
che Chariotof Owarion,of a little Triumph, namely for 
their humiliation & prudent care in wearing the robes 
and habitcs of the Pagan Priefts of China , whom they 
terme Bunzies, without which no forraigner whatſo- 
cucr might ſoiourne in that politique Countrey, But 
vnder this venerable and vnſuſpe&ed habite Father 
Reccins, and others may certainely reduce many of
